Charge Utter Disregard of Law. 
The incident of the enforced dropping of

In spite of the 
rigid requirements of the long fought over 
theater ordinance, Manager Max Weber of 
the Columbus, according ‘to Deputy Build- 
ing Commissioner Hughes, had set as sole 
— to the capacity of his playhouse the 
rule: 

“ Let every one in who will buy a ticket.” 

And the public had availed itself of this 
opportynity to crowd the boxes, aisles, and 
galleries as if a theater fire had never been 
heard of in Chicago. 

Burroughs was forced to stop the perform- 
ance for forty-five minutes in order to make 
the manager listen to him. In the midst of 
the first act of “‘ The Smart Set” he ordered 
the curtain rung down. 


Spectators Leave in Fear. 


With cumbrous slowness the great steel 
sheet descended. Women suddenly whis- 
pered “ Iroquois "’ to those next them. Men 
fumbled beneath their seats for their hats 
and began stealing toward the doors by ones 
and twos. Others followed their example, 
and the uneasy rumor of “‘ something wrong” 
swept through the audience till there was a 
steady tramp, tramp, tramp up the aisies 
toward the exits. 


But there was no panic. The people seemed | 


to have learned that lesson at least. Noone 
was so foolish as to raise the cry of “ Fire!”’ 
This single act by some nervous or over- 
wrought man or woman was the sole thing

Blocked Aisles Obstruct Police. 


Fireman Julius Bauer sent the news of the 
overcrowded condition of the Columbus play- 
house to the building department soon after 
the opening of the matinée performance, 
stating that his own efforts to better the con- 
dition of affairs had been disregarded. In- 
spectors Burroughs and Hughes at once hur- 
ried to the scene of action, calling a squad 
of bluecoats from the Twenty-second street 
police station. They had hard work to elbow 
their way to the stage through the crowd that 
blocked the left aisle and had the utmost 
difficulty in locating Max Weber, who, as 
partner in Weber Bros., 1s part owner and 
manager of the theater. Weber denied later 
that more than ten persons stood in the aisle 
through which the city officials passed. The 
officials said there were fifty. 

Mr. Hughes pointed to the boxes at the left 
of the stage. By actual count one contained 
twenty persons, and he insisted that the 
chairs be thinned out to a point consistent 
with his ideas of the ordinance. Chief Bur- 
roughs and Deputy Hughes then went 
through the balcony, where they found work 
to do in the left aisle, against the wall, and 
the gallery. Fireman Hanrahan told Mr. 
Burroughs how he had, Friday night, com- 
pelied the withdrawal of fifty persons in ex- 
cess of the seating capacity from the gallery. 


*“None of the Firemen’s Busiress,”’ 


“ Tt's impossible to make them . .y out,” 
said Fireman Bauer. “ Why, they'd kill 
me up here if I tried to force any of them 
eut. Iam told that I am too offictous. Man- 
ager Weber himself least night, when I ob- 
jected to people standing in the aisles, worse 
thag today, told me that was none of my 
business: So today I just called up the chief 
and told him about it.” 

Battalion Chief Thomas O’Connor, whose 
call was responded to by Hughes and Bur- 
roughs, declared thet this one theater gives 
him more trouble than his whole fire bat- 
talion. He sald Weber declared he had no 
business to talk with any person about the 
theater except himself. 

Deputy Hughes’ parting instructions to the 
firemnen at the theater were these: 

“Keep these aisles clear. -If they will 
not do it, send for enough policemen to see 
it done. If they resist or object, lock up 
the men in charge of the theater and close 
the theater.”’ 


Just Escape a Shutdown.

MAN FOUND IN PLACE? 


“President Kahn Not. Inclined 
Believe It a Case of In-— 
cendiarism 


'. Suspicious circumstances surrounding the 
fire in the Van Buren street plant of the First 
National Cotperative association and Cash 
Buyers’ unlon—amalgamated concerns—have 
aroused Chief Campion and Attorney Thomm- 
as Johnson of the fire department, who think 
it may have been of incendiary origin. 

The fire was discovered in the seven story 
building at 158-160 West Van Buren — 
occupied by the Cash Buyers’ union, at 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, and spread 
quickly to other buildings. Its progress was 
marked by a number of explosions. Presi- 
dent Kahn declared no explosives were kept 
in the building. The loss to the Cash Buy- 
ers’ union is said to be $250,000, with $210,000 
insurance, and the total loss $500,000, The 


partment was founded on the strange man- 
ner of the starting of the fire, and later was 
strengthened by the statement of a person 
who declared he had seen some one moving 
about the second story of the building a few 
moments before the discovery of the fire. 


Detectives on the Case. 

Concerning the investigation by the fire 
department Attorney Johnson said: 

‘There are a number of things about that 
fire that look suspiciously like incendiarism, 
and we have put detectives on the case. I 
cannot say just how much evidence we have, 


though we will not be ready to make any ar- 
rests, if we do make any at all, before Tues- 
day. I have only the story of the witnesses 
who say they saw the man in the building 
just before the fire started, and I kn his 
name, but I will have to corroborate their 
statement before I can make it public. a 
‘‘ After we get all our evidence in shape we 
will ask the people whom we suspect to ex- 
plain, if possible, the seemingly inexplicable 
circumstances surrounding the fire.”’ 


Kahn Says It Is Not Incendiary. 

“Tt is all false, every word,” said Mr. 
Kahn, when told the fire department was 
working upon the theory that the blaze was 
of incendiary origin. ‘‘I am at a loss to ex- 
plain the fire, but I feel sure it was not in- 
cendiary. 

“Some one is trying to ruin me. Our 
concern is all right. There 
to the statement that we have been 


|

Have Read Like Lulogy of Departed 
Statesmen—Takes Stigma from the

Nearly a hundred desk sergeants, called 
by Chief O'Neill the “ business managers 
of the police department,” were gathered 
like a class of school boys in the Harrison 
street station yesterday afternoon to be in- 
structed by City Statistician Grosser In the 
intricacies of the new system of police rec- 
ordis to be put into use today. 

According to Grosser, the new system with 
its ‘card index files’ and “ triplicate car- 
bon reproductions '’ means the death of the 
“ornate Oastilian style of diction’’ with 
which the precinct officers have been accus- 
tomed to inform headquarters that a win- 
dow hasbeen broken or of some other equally 
unimportant happening. 

Horse Death Reports Like Eulogy. 

“Until now,”’ said Grosser, “a police re- 
port on the demise of a patrol wagon horse 
has read like a eulogy upon some departed 
statesman.” 

In support of his declaration the statis- 
ticilan produced a report made by Supt. Bar- 
bour on the death of horse No. 144 0n Nov. 18. 
This document, after several lines of elab- 
orate introduction to “his honor, Francis 
O’ Neill, general superintendent of the Chica- 
go police departmeént,”’ recited in feeling 
terms the last moment of the departed ani- 
mal, touched upon its faithful years of serv- 
ice, and told how deeply its loss would | be 
mourned. The report was decorated with 
intricate flourishes and closely resembled an 
engrossed copy of “‘resolutions of sympathy.” 

Grosser told the desk sergeants that the 
new business’”’ system meant the doing 
away with all letters of this character. 
Some of the large persons in the seats before 
h.m sighed at the loss of their cherished lit- 
erary opportunities, but brightened up con- 
siderably when the statistician informed 
them they no longer would have to use pen 
and ink in making out their reports. 

“IT have found the greatest satisfaction 
amongst the sergeants;’’ said Grosser, ‘at 
the news that they hereafter may use an in- 
delibie pencil instead of ink. Perhaps it is 
because their big fists are more suited .to 
holding a club than a pen, but they certainly 
are as pleased as school boys over the pros- 
pect of relief from troublesome blots and ink 
smudges.”’ 


Would Remove Stigma from Irish. 
Another point brought out and emphasized 


in obtaining the description of prisoners to 
be entered in the new arrest books. The city 
statistician declared that police reports have 
done great injustice to the Irish race, be- 
cause prisoners of all nationalities, for some 
unknown reason, had chosen to assert that 
they were natives of the Emerald isle. 

“In my work of preparing the new system 
during the last six months,” he said, “‘ I have 
come upon repeated instances where Eng- 
lishmen with the broadest Cockney accent 
and Germans with the map of the fatherland 
written. plainly on their faces have been 
booked .as Irish. I even found one case 
where a full blooded negro was entered as 
an Irishman. When prisoners make such 
absurd sfatements about themselves it is the 
duty of the desk sergeant to disbelieve them 
and find out the truth.” 


New System Means Uniformity. 


The new system of records will supply each 
station with a set of thirty-two books, all 
drawn up according to a uniform plan so,as 


placed before the captains, inspectors,:-and 
chief. Heretofore there have been fgrty- 
three different plans of bookkeeping in Hex. 
the desk sergeants having aboslute powers 
as to what they would or would not report, 
The “stubs” of the sheets in each book 
will be used to mark the final disposition of 
each case.

Frank Yount, a track- 
man employed by the Rock Island railroad, 
heard Jameson kicking at the door and re- 
leased him. 


ACCIDENTS FATAL TO 96 
IN THE MONTH JUST ENDED. 


Coroner Also Reports Fourteen Persons 
Were Murdered and Forty Committed 
Suicide in Chicago in December. 


The coroner’s office in December investi- 
gated 291 cases, according to a report issued 
yesterday. Of this number 96 were from ac- 
cidents, 40 were suicides, and 14 were mur- 
ders. From miscellaneous causes, including 
100 which were reported as sudden deaths, 
there were 141 fatalities. 

Twenty-six persons were killed in railway 
accidents, the report shows, and street cars 
killed 11. Shooting was the favorite way of 
committing suicide, for 13 persons used that 
method, Gas was.second, 9 persons taking 
their Ifves by this means. Eight persons, 
Coroner Peter M. Hoffman found, took poi- 
son, 4 hanged themselves, 3 cut their throats, 
and 1 jumped out ofa window. Two drowned 
themselves. | 7 

Falis downstairs killed 8 persons and other 
falls 14. One man was frozen to death, 3 
persons were suffocated, 7 scalded, 6 asphyx- 
jated, 1 shot, and 2°run over by wagons. Lock- 
jaw was fatal to 1 person and hydrophobia 
to. 2. Vaccination was given as the cause of 
one death In the month. .

HOPR THOMAS WILL LIVE. 


PHYSICIANS SAY CONDITION IM-. 


PROVED LAST EVENING. 


Orchestra Leader Hovering Between 
Life and Death All Day as Result of 
Cold Taken While Superintending 
Work of Finishing New Orchestra 
Hall—Advanced Age Admitted to Be 
Against the Patient in Fight with 
Pneumonia, 


The dawn of the new year brought a faint 
spark of hope for Theodore Thomas, Chi- 
cago’s vetgran orchestra leader, who passed 
a critical day buver:ng between life and 
death, and for the fr‘ends and physicians 
who kept a constant watch by the bedside. 

Late in the evening, Dr. C. F. Ely made 
his last report. 

““Mr. Thomas is holding out valiantly for 
life,"” Dr. Ely said. “ Weare all hopeful. 
His condition Hhs improved considerably 
since afternoon.”’ 

“He is extremely ill,” the doctor had de- 
clared a few. hours earlier. | 

Mrs. Thomas supplemented the physician’s 
report: by saying that the condition of her 
husband was more encouraging than it had 
been all day. “‘ He has been conscicus,” she 
declared, “‘ has suffered some pain, but is now 
resting easy.” 

At 12:30 a. m. Dr. M. L. Harris said: “ Mr. 
Thomas’ condition tonight is somewhat 
proved.”’ 

Sleeps in Afternoon. 

Frederick Stock, assistant director of the 
Chicago orchestra, and Charles N. Fay, 
brother-in-law of Mr. Thomas, who were 
in attendance in the sick room, answered 
inquiries in the afternoon noncommittally. 
The patient was said to have slept well. Pre- 
viously he had suffered intense pain and was 
exhausted from lack of sleep. His age, the 
éoctors admit, is against him in the fight. 

A consultation of physicians was called at 
6 p. m., but no definite announcement was 
made at that time. Dr. Ely, Mr. Fay, and 
two trained nurses were at the bedside all 


night. 
Crisis to Come Tomorrow. 


-Dr. Ely, who at first was urvwilling to ad- 
mit that pneumonia had developed, said that 
a crisis would be due tomorrow. © — 

“ The crises in pneumonia,” he said, “occur 
at intervals of two days, beginning with the 
first. This is the third day of the battle. 
Mr, Thomas’ condition, while as good as could 
be expected, is still serious.” 

Dr. Ely is aided in his vigil by Dr. H. B. 
Favill and Dr. M. L. Harris. Everything has 
been done to insure absolute quiet in the 
neighborhood of the house, which is at 48 
Bellevue place. 

Exhausted by Hard Work. 

After realizing his aspirations in the com- 
pletion of the new Orchestra hall, the direct- 
or, by his constant attendance while the 
work of finishing was going on, contracted 
the severe cold that later developed into 
pneumonia. The malady reached an acute 
stage yestrday. Oxygen treatment was re- 
sorted to. One lung was said to be badly 
congested. The most alarming development 
that faced the physicians was the danger of 
heart failure. 

For fourteen years before last Friday Mr. 
Thomas had not missed. a public rehearsal 
or a concert of the orchestra.

Hill announced that at the end of the yearhe ~ 


would retire from politics for good. This 
announcement was prompted by a republican 
campaign story that if elected Parker would 
name Hill as secretary of state When Mr.* 


Hill was asked at Albany this afternoon if & 


his promise to retire from politics would be 
kept he replied: 

“ I must decline to say anything except that 
the announcement to this effect made August 
last stands. There is nothing to be retracted 
and nothing to be added.” : 


Defeat of Parker a Blow. 


The defeat of Parker was one of the hard- 
est blows Hill ever suffered during his career. 
His friends say if his decision to retire had 
not been formed already this democratic dis- 
aster surely would have strengthened his 
determination to quit the field of politics. 

Still,/Mr. Hill isthot particularly downcast 
over the result of the election. 

“Qur principles are winning,” he said at 
Albany in his last interview in barness. “We 


had excellent candidates and ‘they should . 


have won, too; but men are transitory, prin- 
ciples are eternal. 

“Take the two leading principles of. the 
democratic platform for instance. Weadvo- 
cated a revision of the tariff. The tepub- 
lican policy was to ‘ stand pat and a equare 
deal.’ No sooner is the election over than 
the real sentiment in favor of tariff revision 
within the republican party, as well asin the 
democratic, manifests itself, and the tariff 
will be revised. | 

“In another plank in the democratic plat- 
form it was stated clearly that the powers 
of the interstate commerce commission 
should be enlarged so as to enable it to regu- 
late the transportation corporations. ~*~ 

‘* Notwithstanding the republican campaign 
ery of ‘stand pat,’ the powers of the inter- 
state commission are to be enlarged and the 
affairs of the great railroads will be regu- 
lated to prevent discrimination. 

Says Democracy Will Triumph. . 

“TI see nothing im the present’ political 
situation to discourage any man who be- 
lieves in democratic principles. They will 
be triumphant.” 

When asked about his future plans Mr. 
Hill said he is now busily occupied in prac- 
ticing law, but next summer he expected to 
go abroad. He hoped to be able in the fall 
to take a trip,through the United States 
and visit California and the Pacific coast 
states, which he has never seen. 

“Whom are you going to turn the leader- 
ship over to?” was a last question. 
“To the democratic newspapers whic 
profess the democratic faith. If they wil 

fairly and accurately print all the facts 
the political world, if they will state again 
and again the principles of democracy, put- 
ting the success of those principles above all 
other considerations, the party will need no 
other leaders.”’

No Surprise at Washington. 

‘Washington, D C., Dec. 31.—[Special.}— 
News of the indictment: of Senator Mitcheti 
and Congressman Hermann created no sur- 
prise here. Secretary Hitchcock stated that 
he had looked for the indictment at any time. 
Attorney General Moody declined to make 
any ‘comment, although it is believed here 
that he, too, was prepared for no other de- 
cision than the indictment of the two men. 
Secretary Hitchcock said: 

‘From information which: has come to me 
from time to time, I am not surprised at the 
indictments. Of course, while we all regret 
that men occupying high stations in public 
life should get within the clutches of the 
law, nevertheless the interior department 
_— the department of justice had their duty 

to perform. These land fraud indictments 
are the result of two years‘of the most search- 
ing investigation and are a part of the un- 
alterable determination of the president and 
administration to bring to justice all offen- 
ders against the law, be they high or low. 

These indictments," continued the secre- 
tary, “‘ will not be the last. More are to fol- 
low, although I believe I can eay that the 
investigation will inyolve no more officials as 
high in the public service es are these two 
members of congress. All the cases will be 
placed in the hands of the department of jus- 
tice, and the prosecution will be vigorous. I 
cannot say just how many additional indict- 
ments will be returned, but it is true that this 
is simply a beginning.’’ 


Mitchell Long in Public Life. 


Senator Mitchell has been for more than 
forty years one of Oregon's.most prominent 
figures and influential men. He was born in 
Pennsylvania in 1835 and went to Oregon in 
1861, when the inhabitants of the state were 
comparatively few. 

Mr. Mitchell was elected corporation at- 
torney of Portland in 1861 and served one 
year, being elected the following year, 1862, 
to the state senate on the republican ticket. 
He was elected to the United States senate in 
1872, and served wntil 1879. In 1882 he re- 
ceived the caucus nomingtion,for senator, 
but was defeated in joint session. He was 
elécted again to the senate in 1885, and was 
reélected in 1891. In 1897 he was declared 
the unanimous nominee of his party to suc- 
ceed himself, and took hisseat March 9 that 


year. His term will expire March 3, 1907. 

Review of H ’s Career. 
Binger Hermann, who ig 61 years of age, 
is one of the best known in Oregon. He 


is a native of Maryland, bat went to Oregon 
in 1858. In 1866 he was glected a member 
of the Oregon legislature and two years later 
to the state senate. In 1883 he was chosen 
congressman at large from Oregon, and re- 
elected from the state at jarge in 1886, 1888, 
and 1890. He served in dongress from the 
First district from 1892 to 1896. 

In 1897 President McKinley appointed him 
commissioner of the general land office. The 
appointment was recommended by the Ore- 
gon delegation, including Senator Mitchell. 

Hermann virtually was dismissed as com- 
‘missioner. of the general jand office, being 
charged with laxity and trregularities by 
Secretary Hitchcock of 7 department of 
the interior.

their relations with the railroad companies. 
There is not a senator or representative who 
has not received more letters on this sub- 
ject than on any other topic mentioned in the 
president’s message. The newspapers are 
full of the subject and some of the reviews 
have taken it.up, and yet it is true that but 
few persons have come to Washington | on 
behalf of the shippers. 

As a matter of course the rail a men 
have been busy as bees ever since the presi- 
dent’s message precipicated the. topic for 
discussion and settlement. Presidents of 
great railroads have dropped into Washing- 
ton:singly and in bunches for the last month 
and more of them are coming. Certain per-

It 
is quite easy to see that the members of con- 
gress upon whom will devolve the difficult 
task of framing the law to regulate railroad 
rates are being filled up in advance with in- 
formation, all of which is of such character 
as to predispose them to look at thé situation’ 
largely, if not entirely, from the standpoint 
of the railroads. 

If the shippers expect to doanything, either 
at this session or the next, it is time for 
them to begin missionary efforts on their own 
behalf to remove the impression created by 
the constant presence of well equipped rail- 
road men. The interstate commerce com- 
mittees of the senate and house are ready to 
give hearings to Interested persons. Thus 
far the shippers have been represented prac- 
tically by E. P. Bacon of the Interstate Com- 
merce Law association and by him alone, 
Letters and petitions are beginning to arrive 
by the thousands, but they count for little or 
nothing so far as the actual framing of the 
new law is concerned. 


To Draft Measure in Committee. 


Any measure. presented to congress neces- 
sarily must be drafted first in a committee. 
The interstate commerce committees of the 
senate and house are now so constituted as. 
to be normally favorablé torailroada Under 
ordinary conditions no legislation along the 
line indicated by President Roosevelt can 
possibly come from these committees. They 
have been stuffed full df information more 
or less exact from the railroad standpoint. 
They will not frame a bill in harmony with 
the president’s suggestion unless the 

rms wake up to the situation at once.

FRANK H. COOPER IS DEAD: 
~~ EQUNDER OF A BIG STORE. 


Merchant, Formerly Member of Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. in Chicago, Succumbs in 
‘gast—Start Made as Salesman. 


Frank H. Cooper, one of the founders of the 
State street firm of Siegel, Cooper & Co., 
died yesterday morning at his residence in 
New Rochelle, N. Y., as the result of a para- 
lytic stroke. In January, 1902, Mr. Cooper 
sold his interest in the Chicago company and 
since then had made his home in the east. 
All his sons now are in, business in New York 
The arfangements for the funeral 
have not been announced, 

The life of Mr. Cooper was one of success 
in the financial world. He wae born in Ak- 
krum, Holland, on Oct. 23, 1843, and was 61 
years old. When he was 22 years old he 
came to the United States with only enough 
money for his immediateexpenses. . 

Mr. Cooper’s first work was that of a sales- 
man in a Buffalo clothing house. He secured 


a part interest in a dry goods store in Toledo 


in 1872 and remained there for seven years. 
He then went into business in Peoria, IL, 
and removed from that city to Chicago in 
1887. At that time the State street company 
was formed, which continued until 1902, 
when he disposed of his holdings to Henry 
Siegel, Isaac Keim, and Frank E. Vogel. 


Within a year after leaving Chicago Mr. 


Cooper formed the Cooper syndicate in New 
York. This corporation was composed of his 
sons and Wallace B. Wolff, his son-in-law: 
In announcing this syndicate Mr. Cooper said 
the entire earnings of the various enterprises 
would be pyoled and that each son shouid 


receive an equal share at the end of each 
year. \

Wor the purpose of siciiiidebaas himself 
Supt. Edwin G. Cooley on Tuesday will ask 
the, school ‘management committee of the 
board of education to place him on trial on 
the, charge of violating a state law, unless 
Mrs. W. Cc. H. Keough, his accuser, with- 
draws the accusation made in resolutions in- 
troduced by her at the last meeting of the 
school board. 

Mrs. Keough charged Supt. Cooley with 
committing a direct violation of section 5 of 
the state law governing the appointment of 
teachers in public schools for crippled chil- 
dren. She demanded that the board inves- 
tigate-her charge. Without giving the su- 

intendent an opportunity to reply, Mrs. 
eough had her resolution referred to the 
school managemént committee. As a result 
it will be printed in the minutes of the school 
and the friends of Supt. Coley are 
incensed because’ no defense will appear with 
it. For this ‘réason ‘they have urged the aoc- 
cused to demand a’trial by thecommittee. ~ 


Has Hard Work to Find a Teacher. 

When Supt. Cooley organized a schoo! for 
crippled children in the Mark Sheridan build- 
ing for the benefit of the children made crip- 
ples by the Glenwood train wreck he had 
hard work to find a teacher suited to the post. 
Upon the advice of the principal and District 
Supt. Lane. he selected Miss Mae Mayer. 
The state law says that no person shall be 
appointed to teach ‘crippled children who 
does not hold a valid certificate and ‘has 
had less than one year’s experience. 

As there is no.department at the Normal 
scnool or at any normal school in the state 
for the training of teachers of crippled chil- 
dren it is impossible for the Chicago board 
to comply with the letter of the law. The 
wrote to State 
Supt. Alfred Bayliss, recited the facts, and 
+ vig the latter to help him out of his quan- 

ry. 


Supported by State Superintendent. 

Bayliss promptly grantéd authority to 
appoint Miss Mayer, waiving the require- 
ments of the law. 

During Supt. Cooley’s absence in Spring- 
field the report was circulated that he not 
only had violated the law, but had misrepre- 
sented the facts to Bayliss. Now the super-

Neither did he. misrepresent the facts in the

ican line company, with his daughter, Mary. 

Although two futile attempts were made 
to hold him by the New Jersey police, he was 
not held. Under his own volition, in company 
with Sheriff Barry of Cleveland, an old 
friend, he boarded the 4:15. train at the Penn- 
syivania station for Cleveland this after- 
noon, where on his arrival he will be formally 
arrested. 


Talks to a Passenger. 
According to the story of a first cabin pas- 
senger to whom Dr. Chadwick talked freely 


turned against his wife. 

*“* Dr. Chadwick told me he had no idea un- 
til the exposure appeared in the papers of his 
wife's operations,’’ the passenger said. “‘ He 
said he had been duped by his wife in a most 
amazing way. He had always trusted her, 
he declared, but gow was anxious to get back | 
to investigate. 

“He wanted it particularly understood he

“She not only swindled me out of $8,000 
of my own,” he told this passenger, “ but - 
made way with several hundred thousand 
doliars of my daughter's, left her in her own 
right.

: Miss Chadwick Is Dazed. 

Mary Chadwick, the passenger said, told 
her the following story: 

“I always have been devoted to my step- 
mother. She always was so good to me in 
my home. When I started abroad my step- 
mother made lavish preparations for my stay 
in Burope. I willingly made her guardian 
of all my money. She had bought me many 
expensive new gowns and lots of other 
things. 

“ We knew nothing nor suspected nothing 
until the remittances from home began to 
fall short. Now I have all my asw gowns 
but aone of my money left. 

“I don’t know what it all means. I know 
father isn't to blame. I think there has 
been some horrible mistake, which we will 
be able .o clear up-when we get home.” 


Blunders by Officers. 

Had Dr. Chadwick elected hot to aacom- 
pany Sheriff Barry today‘he would have been 
at liberty to go his own way, and there would 
have been no legal authority to say him nay, 
There was a blunder on the part of the New 
York police or of the Cleveland sheriff, or both, 
in serving the New York extradition papers, 
and as a result when Sheriff Barry boarded 
the Pretoria from the revenue cutter as the 
liner was leaving quarantine he had abso- 
lutely no papers, warrant, or other authority 
by which he could have made an arrest. 

Although the extradition papers of Deteo- 
tive Bonnoil were no good in New Jersey, Dr. 
Chadwick nevertheless was put under arrest 
as soon as he landed Of the pler. He was 
taken to police headquarters, but the chief 
of police‘ refused to hold 

Hardly had he stepped from the office, how- 
ever, wifen he again was arrested and taken

Defended by Sheriff. 

Recorder Stanton was told Chadwick was 
a fugitive from justice, and was asked that 
he be held. Sheriff Barry was asked if he 
had papers warranting his removal of the 
doctor to Cleveland, and he said that he had 
not, and then made an erasers plea for his 
friend.

Description of Dr. Chadwick. 

Dr. Chadwick is not more than 5 feet 7 
inches in height, of slender build. He has 
blue éyes, dark hair; dark, curly mustache; 
attenuated, prominent nose; thih Ips, which 
he bites nervously during his conversation. 
All his action shows nervousness. 

Today his face was drawn and haggard. 
To all appearances his attire was that of a 
person in mourning.

On summer nights the big store at the 
corner of South Park avenue and Garfield 
boulevard is a most enticing sight to. the 
young people passing in the park or on the 
drive. It is invariably crowded with béys 
and girls, and through the open doors the 
music, which consists of a piano, or on Sat- 
urday nights of a small orchestra, and usu- 
ally a soloist, claims the attention of passers- 
by. _Now it is practically closed. The corner 
of Fifty-first street and South Park boule- 
vard boasts another such place, while sev- 
eral vie with San Souci park in the fight 
for the money of the merrymakers.

Ashland avenue, Archer avenue, 
Robey street, and along the street car trunk 
lines, such as Milwaukee avenue and Divi- 
sion street, Chicago avenue, Wells street, and 
North avenue, the fruit store has spread its 
tentacles, reaching out after the children 
with the spider-like invitation to “‘ come into 
my parlor.” 

One thing is noticeable. The fruit stores 
are not expressive of the varying fortunes 
of their owners, as are other classes of stores. 
There are good grocery stores and bad ones, 
but the fruit stores are all seemingly profit- 
able and well stocked with expensive goods. 
The furniture is selected to attract, the dis- 
play of goods in the windows is brilliant, and 
in all ways the business seems to be pros- 
perous. It is said that these stores are al] 
owned by a downtown trust, which equips 
them and puts in managers. : 

Tells of the Widespread Evil. 

J. F. Watts, a news agent whose work has 
brought him into contact with nearly every 
fruit store in the city and who for several 
years has been. stirring up agitation over 
the conditions which he found, recently ad- 


dreseed a ietter to Chief Probation Officer’ 


McManaman, which read: : 
“ A few years ago there was aden in Canal 


‘gtreet where ten Greeks lived. The en- 


trance was in view of whereI was employed. 
I saw going into that place three school- 
girls from 12 to 15 years of age, one girl who 
had run away from home, two working giris, 
who usually stopped on their way home, and 
three married women. All these were en- 


| ticed there by a Greek, who dreseed well and 


who was evidently an agent for the place. 
“There is a regular syetem for enticing 
girls into these resorts. There are abouta 
dozen agents regularly employed for the 
purpose in the city. They are carefully se- 
‘lected, required to speak good English, 
dreseed well, under 18 years of age, and 
usually wear a buttonhole bouquet.

RECORD FOR 1904 COMPARED 
WITH PREVIOUS YEARS. 


Total Greater than for Preceding Brief 
Period, but Far Less than for Any 
Twelve Months from 1881 to 1900— 
Erie Railway Company Puts an Ali 
Steel Baggage Car in Service, Ex- 
pecting Safety and Economy to 
Result. 


From a forthcoming statement by the Rail- 
way Age it appears that during the year 1904 
eight railways, with a total of 744 miles and 
@ capitalization of $86,069,000, $14,262,000 
being in bonds and $21,807,000 in stock, were 
placed tn the hands of receivers. Compared 
with 1908, the number of roads is one less, 
but the mileage is greater by 515 and the 
capital involved is about double. 

The principal road for which a receiver was 
appointed is the Detrofs Southern, with a 
length of 889 miles, or more than one-half 
the total for the year, while its bonded debt 
of $8,160,000 and its capital stock of $17,000,000 

e a total of $25,160,000, or more than 
two-thirds the entire capitalization subjected 
to receivership. 

The next largest road on the list is the 
Brunswick and Birmingham, 113 miles, bonds 
$2,100,000, capital stock $1,605,000. The re- 
ceivership was a preliminary step to the ab- 
sorption of this road into the Atlantic and 
Birmingham, which was completed by fore- 
closure sale later in the year. 

The only other roads for which receivers 
were appointed were the Queen Ann’s (Mary- 
land and Delaware), 80 miles; Berkeley (5S. 
C.), 10 miles; Texas Southern, 72 miles; Cin- 
cinnati, Bluffton and Chicago, 29 miles; Chi- 


‘cago, Indiana and Eastern, 43 miles; and 


Raleigh and Western, 8 miles. The receiver 
for the last company, appointed in March, 
was discharged in August, and the road 
was thus taken out of the list. 


Compared with 1881 to 1900. 

‘While the receivership record for 1904 shows 
@ greater mileage and capitalization than in 
any of the three preceding years. It 1s much 
smaller in respect to the number of roads, 
mileage, and amount involved than that of 
1900 and of any previous year since 1881. - 

The record of foreclosure sales in the year 
shows that compared with 1908, the number 
of roads sold is the same. The mileage is 
thirty-five less and the capitalization in- 
volved is $12,411,000 more. The roads sold 
last year were all comparatively emall, the 
largest being the Brunewick and Birming- 
bam. 


The largest in respect to capitalization is 
the Denver and Southwestern, successor to 
the Terminal, Florence and Cripple 
Creek, Cafion City and Cripple Creek, and 
Golden Circle railroads, which had passed 

one reorganization. ! 

The Denver and Southwestern, including 
numerous spurs and branches to mines, 
operated 130 milles of track and represented 
$5,414.00 of bonds and $5,000,000 of capital 
stock. The next largest road was the 
New York and. Ottawa, 68 miles; bands,

The financial troubles of these roads date 
back several years and are not the result of 
recent conditions. Since 1896, when the fore- 
closure sales represented fifty-eight rodds, 
with 13,780 miles of lines and a bond and 
stock capitalization aggregating $1,150,377,- 
000, there has been a rapid annual decline in 
the foreclosure record, and the figures for 
the year, involving only 524 miles and a little 
over $28,000,000. of capitalization, indicate 
that the long list of roads that went into 
bankruptcy in the disastrous period of the 
have nearly all been started on a new.

SILBR'S TALK OF THE RING 


CONDITIONS OF HART-JOHNSON 
MATCH CAUSE SUSPICION. 


Change of Base by the Southiane Pugi- 
list in Agreeing to Meet the Colored 
Fighter Under Handicap Conditions 
Makes It Appear the Contest Is 
Merely a Stepping Stone toa Match 
with Jim Jeffries—Champion ‘Does 
Not Want an Easy Mark. : 


{BY GEORGE SILER.) 

If present arrangements ao not go saith: 
which, judging from—the cleverness of the 
men behind the scheme, is improbable, 
Champion Jim Jeffries will be handed ap- 
other victim in the near future. 

The proposed victim to be offered for 
slaughter will be our Louisville friend, Mar- 
vin Hart. Marvin went to the coast to fight 
Kid McCoy or any other white man, bar~- 
ring Jeffries, who hankered for his game, 
with hopes a victory over the best the 
clubs could produce would place him in line 
for an introduction to Jeff's stuffed mitts. 

The Frisco promoters spoke of his meet- 
ing Jack Johnson, the colored heavyweight 
champion, but Marvin, asa “* southern gen- 
tleman,” could not be induced to meet a 
black. This was when the match with Jack 
was first >Droached, but within the last week 
pressure, known only to these in the inner 
circle, was brought to bear on his dislike for 
fighters of color, and he renounced his stand- 
ing as a ‘‘ Kentucky colonel” and agreed to 
fight the black. 

The conditions of the match, report says, 
are that Johnson, to win, must knock out 
Hart before the expiration of the twentieth 
round or forfeit the long end of the purse. 
The conditions appear all right on paperand 
insure a good fSht on the partesf Johnson, 
but the questions asked by those who have 
had dealings with Johnson are: Will he fight 
to win or will he fight to orders?” 

It is known in Chicago the big black. has 
time and again agreed to do business—that Is, 
to “lay down ” fora consideration—and why 
not on this occasion, especially when those 
behind Hart are figuring, should he win, to 
pit him against Jeffries? The latter has re- 
peatedly stated he would have nothing to do 
with the colored fighter,. but he could not 
well refuse to meet Hart should he win from 
Jobnson with a knockout. Johnson has been 
pliable before; and why not now? Hart isa 
good man in his class, but his class is so fat 
below. that of the heavyweight champion’s 
it should not be mentioned in the same 
breath. 

Jeffries is desirous of fighting again, but he 
dreads being matched with a man that is un- 
able to ae the spectators a run for their 
money. He had his fill of that game when he 
met Munroe, ond wants no more ofit. What 
he desires is, to have the public, or the sport- 
ing writers in the country. pick out his next 
opponent, then he will not be compelled to 
shoulder the blame should the opponent 
prove an “easy mark." 

The San Francisco promoters will undoubt- 
edly pick Hart should he score a knockout 
in his coming fight, but’a win over Johnson 
by any old rotte would not be good enough to 
give Jeffries other than a losing argument.

ROSE MAKES NEW RECORD. 


BREAKS WORLD'S MARK IN 24 
POUND SHOTPUT AT NEW YORK. 


| Michigan Athlete Representing the C. 
Ay Twiee § asses All Previous 
* Records, Finally Throwing the 
Weight 38 Feet 2% Inches—Light- 
body Lands Third Place in the 1,000 
Yard Event, but Fails to Show in the 
Two Mile 


New York, Dec. 31.—[Special.]—The Olym- 
pic games of the Pastime Athletic club took 
place at the Madison Square garden tonight. 
A long and varied. program of track and 
field events was offered for the delectation of 
those who attended. There were twenty- 
five events in all, including four A. A. U. 
championships, some handicap events, run- 
ning contests for novices, a tug of war, and 
a dozen items for public schools and athletic 
leagues. 

A crowd of 4,000 persons was there, liber- 
ally sprinkled with those who intended to 
usher in the new year in a jovial manner. 
Now and again these mellow individuals 
would show signs of a little noise, but be- 
yond some harmless wheoping they were 
orderly enough. 

In the way of an Attraction the manage- 
ment played a trump card by securing the 
presence of James D. Lightbody, a distance 
runner of rare merit, and Ralph Rose of 
shot putting fame. Both represented the 
Chicago A. A., but Rose was a whole team 
in himself. He exhibited his ‘astounding 
combination of muscle and avoirdupoise to 
awe the onlookers. Since he has been re- 
ported as saying he could kill Jeffries with 
one lick, thousands. in the east have been 
anxious to get a glimpse of the western 
Goliath. It is safe to say half the crowd 
came to see him perform. 


“Ralphie’ Makes Good. 

Raiphie proved that in propelling the 
24 pound shot he was far and away ahead of 
anything seen in the game im the east m 
years. His first put taped 37 feet 8% inches 
and jn his next effort.he improved thie by 54¢ 
inches. The old record was.33 feet 11% 
inches, made by George R. Gray at Boston, 
April 12, 1890. Rose's final put was 38 feet 
2% inches, which is now the world’s record. 
Sheldon also beat Gray's old mark with a put 
of 86 feet 7 inches. 

The 1,000 hain run for the A. A. U. cham- 
pionship brought a field of,seven. to the 
scratch, with all eyes on Lightbody. The 
Olympic champion pleyed a wafting game 
until ‘the bell rang, when he shot to the 
front. Bacon was not to be disposed of easily, 
however, and, to the surprise of the crowd, 
he challenged Lightbody on the backstretch 
and went by the Chicagoan with a fine spurt, 
winning by several yards. Lightbody died 
away, at the finish and was beaten by Piil- 
grim for second place. 

Lightbody was set a big task in the two 
mile. handicap tun, in which there was a 
field of fifty-three starters. He was placed 
cn scratch. and asked to concede liberal han- 
dicaps to all his opponents, but he was un- 
able to do so, the prize going to J. P. Sullivan, 
a local man, who had a start of 100 yards. 

A fine bit of sprinting was shown in the 60 
yard A. A. U.-champtonship by Seitz of 
Georgetown university. He covered the dis- 
tance in’ :06 2-5, which equals the work's 
reoord of Duffy and Wefers. Settz tri- 
fle slow in getting off his mark, but when un- 
der way he fairly flew over the ground, win- 
ning by fully a yard from Knabeckel, the 
speedy Columbia man.

AMERICA SUFFERS A SLUMP 
IN PROFESSIONAL BILLIARDS. 


All the Important Contests of 1904 Took 
Place in France—-Effort to Revive In- 
terest in the Sport.

Professional billiards in America has gone 

to the bow-wows in the last six years, and 
at.present we are compelled to act the role 
of “ cue rack *’.to France, 
Twenty-five years ago, and I can trim ten 
years off of that, America led the world in 
numbers and in class of billiardists, while 
today it can boast of but three first class 
players—Sutton, Slogsson, and myself. It 
seems only yesterday when he had Joseph 
and Cyrille Dion, the Canadians; Sexton, 
Daly, Deery, Morris, Wallace, McDevitt,. 
Carter, Moulds, Gallaghcr, Ives, Heiser, 
Thatcher, Foster, Goldthwait, Parker, Mag- 
gioli, Rhines, Bessunger, Snyder, Foley, 
Abrams, McCreery, Shaw, Burleigh, and a 
dozen others. Not all first class by any 
means but professionals with reputations, 
nevertheless. Nearly every state in the union 
had its champion, and tournaments were 
plentiful. Even France sent over its best in 
those days, and its champiens—Vignaux, Ru- 
dolph, Garnier, and Ubassy—were as well 
known in the billiard world as were our 
chamipions. — 

Today, as I stated, we havc but three first 
class players, and one of these, Sutton, has 
not hit a ball in this country in several years. 
I overlooked WilMe Hoppe, the “ boy won- 
der,”’ who is making rapid strides towards 
the championship goal, which gives us four 
players really worthy of mention as stars. 

The real cause of this professional slump 
is tack of tournaments with money induce- 
ments strong enough to bring the stars of 
France and America together. Tournaments 
produce players, but with. no tournaments 
and therefore no players. professionalism 
runs itself-into a blind alley and stops. 

France is the garden spot for the experts, 
as its six or more academies mean thousands 
of dollars for them every year, Vignaux,. 

ournell. Gyre, Beaux; Giblien, Barutel. and 
Marva ra the best in that country. 
Rerolle. who beat our champion, Wilson P. 
Foss, by 1,200 to 1,153, is the best amateur 
and one who can make it interesting for the 
best professionals. Cure, whom I beat by 
12 points, and Fourneil rank with Sut- 
ton and Vignaux. That match was about the 
hardest one in nmry career. I averaged over 
36 in the last night's play, while he 
went over 34. Our respective grand averages 
were over 22, which is a record. Cure hung 
up a high run record of 25%. Vignaux dem- 
onstrated his superiority over Sutton by 
beating him in two Match games, one at 
18-1 and the other at 18-2.

Vogue—Desirability of a Change in 
the Playing Rules. 


{BY ¥. YOST.] 
Perhaps the most impressive development 
in western football in the last year has been 
the imprgvement of the game among nearly 
all schools of the middle west. Not only Is 


the early eighties. 


There were 240 ‘‘ shut out ” games in the 
two major baseball leagues last year, 135 

in the American and 105 in the National. 
Of these fifty-four resulted in scores of 1 
to 0, there being nineteen such games in the 
National and thirty-five in the American, 


this true of fie style of game that westerr 
elevens play, but also of the increased in- 
terest and crowds that the game has drawn 
out. Not less impressive, to one who has 
seen both the representatives of eastern 
and western eélevens play this fall, is the 
comparative improvement of the west. 

It is not possible to say that any western . 
eleven could have wee fo the best of the east 
this year, nor can an impartial critic pre- 
dict a victory of any eastern elevens over. 
the western teams. The two sections of the 
country have altogether too different a style 
of play to make such predictions safe. But 
one fact can be stated without danger of mis- 
take, that the elevens of the west have more 
dash, go, and speed than the easterners. 
And this applies not tc one particular west- 
ern eleven, but to several of them. More- 
over, this superiority in speed is so evident 
that.there is no question but it would 
be one of the hardest points of the game 
which an eastern eleven would have to solve 
in trying to defeat a western team. ~« | 


“East Respects the West. 

Another fact in the eastern football world 
has an important bearing on the west. 
Whatever may have been the . sentiment 
toward the west a few years ago, the east 
now regards this section of the country with- 
out so much prejudice. Many admit the 
west is ayive as formidable as the east. The 
ridlouloup statements about western football 
which at times come from eastern colleges 
owe theif source mostly to undergraduates, 
and particularly to the undergraduate who 
has not been in college long enough to know 
how many yard lines there are on a gridiron. 

The west this year produced six great 
elevens—Illinois, Wisconsin, Chicago, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, and Michigan. One of 
the most interesting things which these teams 
accomplished .was thoroughly to test the new 
rules, such, as extending the quarter back 
run all over the field. This one rule in par- 
ticular did much to open up the game of 
football and to make it more spectacular 
from a ctator’s point of view. It scarcely 
appears, however, that any of the elevens 
has used the quarter back in offense to the 
full extent of possibilities in this play. Per- 
haps a few more years of this rule will serve 
to develop a type of quarter who is both 
formidable at advancing the ball and at 
running his team. — : 


Rules Should Be Changed. 

As for the possible new rules whose need 
has been brought out by this season, espe- 
cially Mr. Camp’s suggestion there is great 
possibility of making football a more open 
game. The rules will have to be further 
‘changed to permit more men back of the line. 
This change, in my opinion, is necessary to 
open up the game of football. In the east 
it isgundeniably evident that the rule re- 
quiring so many men in the line has bound 
the elevens still closer to mass plays. The 
fewer men there are behind the line, the less 
opportunity there is for spectacular end 
runs. The end runner cannot get out to the 
end unless he is an exceptional man. when 
his interference is so meager. The de- 
fense, outside of tackle, can get started 
much quicker than the opposing end run- 
rers. If there were only one man behind the 
Ime he would never try any play except 
a line buck. A ten yard rule, with more 
men allowed behind the line, would make 
football a great and interesting game. 


Michigan’s Great Eleven. 

At Michigan this year we have been for- 
tunate In football material. The 1904 eleven 
I should not hesitate to pick out for a match 
game against any other eleven in the coun- 
try, and if I had my choice of picking a 
Michigan team from any of the last four 
years for such a game, I think this year’s 
team would be favored. I should have liked 
to see this eleven in a hard game, which the 
boys were afraid of beforehand, and which 
would have put them on their mettle. The 
difficulty this year was that the boys knew 
their strength too well. The back field, I 
think, was the equal of any back field that 
ever stood in shoe leather. The power which 
the line had is sufficiently shown by the fact 
that in our big games not a single one of our 
opponents’ backs got outside of tackle.

Last year brought about many changes in 
high school athletics in Chicago.

Although these obstacles have done much 
to hinder athletics, there have been, during 
the year, teams of high standard. 


Indoor Track Sport a Success. 


The indoor track season of last winter was 
& grand success. A series of preliminary 
meets were given and the winners of first 
and second places met in a final meet. The 
result was a clean victory for North Division. 
Hyde Park was second and University High 
‘third. The relay races were the feature of 
each meet and were always well contested. 
The north siders were successful in carry- 
ing off first honors, and later on the team was 
sent to Milwaukee to compete in the A.A. U. 
championships amd again proved its class 
by a clean victory. 


In Basketball. 


Basketball brought out the largest league 

of all.. Ten teams were represented. All the 
games were well contested and the teams 
appeared evenly matched.

Many Young Performers of Merit Are 
Brought Out, the Olympic Contests 
St. Louis Contributing Their 
 Share—Yale the Leader Among the 
Eastern Universities, While Michi- 
gan Heads the Western Collegians— 
Some of the New Records.

The year just closed has witnessed mar- 
velous advances in track and field athietics. 
This is true not only because of new rec- 


Pords made by heretofore undiecovered stars 


but also because of the increase in the num- 
ber of contests between eastern and west- 
ern teams. 

Athletes from the Universities of Michi- 
gan: and Chicago continued the policy of 
contesting with the best of the east in the 
Pennsylvania relay races. On the other 
hand, the invasion of the middle west by 
eastern; teams was rendered neetssary by 
the world’s fair games at St. Louls. A di- 
rect result of this western center was the 
dual track meet between Princeton and Chi- 
‘cago at Marshall field, the first intersec- 
tional college contest ever held in the west. 

For the most part mo real championships 
were Gecided in the St. Louis contests be- 


| cause of the general apathy that prevailed. 


The college championships held June 25 de- 
generated into a dual affair between Prince- 
ton and Chicago, in which Coach Stagg’s 
men won a cup emblematic of the world’s 
college championship. Neither nor 
Michigan, winners of their respective inter- 
collegiates, participated in those games. 

The real Olympic championships, -held 
from Aug. 29 to Sept. 3 inclusive, were the 
greatest contests ever held on any track 
and fleld. Few colleges entered teams, but 
the best men of the colleges joined forces 
and represented various athletic clubs. The 
occasion witnessed the return of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association to this branch of 
sport. A strong team, recruited from Chi- 
cago, Michigan, and Purdue, together with 
some old stars, broug*t second honors to 
the cherry circleat these great games. Many 
other teams were entered, but the New York 
Athletic club, with its normally strong team, 
now greatly reinforced; the Milwaukee Ath- 
letic club, composed of Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan athletics; and the C. A. A. team were the 
only possibilities for team honors. The team 
from New York won the championship from 
the Chicago Athletic association by a single 
point, but it le undoubtedly true that the 
honors would have gone to a western team 
had this section of the country united and 
presented one strong team, as was done in 
the east. 

Individual honors of the great meet went 
to James D. Lightbody of the University 
of Chicago, running under the colors of the 
Cc. A. A. All three of his events—the 800, 
1,500, and 2,500 meter runs<called for the 
greatest endurance, and in all three he had 
to defeat strong fields, and in the first two he 
established new Olympic records. Ralph 
Rose, the young Ann Arbor giant, hurled the 
sixteen pound weight 48 feet 7 inches, fora 
new record at the Olympic games. 

In the track and field games of the year, 
in which competition was limited to college: 
men, Yale easily won honors in the eastern 
section, wWile Michigan again took premier 
place in the west. Probably the greatest 
man developed in the colleges during the 
year was Victor 8. Rice of the University 
of Chicago. Rice had competed with slight 
success in college meets two years previous; 
but during the season of 1904 he won the 


western championship in both dashes, and 
four times defeated Hahn, the winner of’the ; 


hundred at the Pennsylvania games. 
Dole of Stanford universRy was given a |, 
mark of 12 feet 1% inches in the pole vault; 
in the dual contest Letween Stanford and’ 
California, and took first place in the western! 
intercollegiate contest, but was never abl, 

to establish himself as the premier vault 

of the country. McClannahan of Yale, wh 
was likewise credited with a remarkable per; 
formance in the pole vault in a dual affafy, 
was clearly out of condition at the ei

The east and west competition has m 
been confined to colleges and athletic cluts. 
Hyde Park High schoo! secured second 
honors in the race for the high school chaja- 
pionship of the country at the Pennsylvayia 
relay games, while Lewis institute ente 
a team in the Princeton interscholastic 
carried away the banner. Track contests diir- 
ing the last three years have certainly gpne 
far to place western athietics on a par with 
that branch of sport in the east.

To use an Irishism, a retrospect of bowling 
can best be made by looking ahead. No bet- 
ter evidence of the Stability of the sport can 
be had than the assured success of the fifth 
annual national championship tournament to 
be held next February at Milwaukee. 

The foundation of its success is the bowling 
of the year just closed, and as there is every 
indication the Milwaukee tournament will be 
the greatest of its kind ever held in this or 
any other country, it is a fair deduction that 
during the last twelve months the sport haa 
prospered, nationally and locally. 

Every new sport passes through an effer- 
vescem stage and bowling was no exception. 
The froth began to subside two or three years 
ago, but the stbstance—competitive leagues 
and tournament bowling—remains and flour~ 
ishes. At the present time there are in Chi- 
cago between sixty and seventy leagues in 
operation, a greater number than in any pre- 
vious year. Added to the fact that the num- 
ber of high class bowlers has greatly in- 
creased, the géneral results show that the 
leagues are better organized and that for- 
fettures have been reduced toa minimum,

Looking back from 
today to the chaotic condition that existed 
at Buffalo, it is easy to trace a forward 
march, and in no year has the advahce been

racing back in 1826 and continued annually, 
without Interruption except during the civil 
war, unfit! a @ecade ago. 

Yet with new tracks and cities in the field 
the sport has flourished. at the old centers. 
Men of wealth and secial prominence are 
yielding to the fascination of owning a good 
stable, and about the metropolitan tracks 
of New York, where a racing law insures 
permanency, several of the foremost figures 
of contemporaneous American politics and 
finance maintain expensive racing establish- 
ments. This prosperity reflects to the A 
and small breeders of Kentucky and the mi 
die west in better prices for yearlings and 
tried performeys.

By far the most important progress of the 
year in turf government was the adoption of 
a reciprocal agreement between the West- 
ern Jockey club and the Pavific Jockey club, 
covering all rulings, forfeits, and other mat- 
ters of mutual inetrest. This has worked 
out well to the satisfaction of both bodies. 
The Jockey club (of the east) has no alli- 
ances, but between its secretary and. the 
secretary of the Western Jockey club, there 
has always been a cordial interchange of 
courtesies and information. 


New Rules of Racing. 


Early in 1905 the Western Jockey club 
will issue its revised rules, the work of a 
competent committee, which has taken out 
the obsolete rules and simplified the phrase- 
ology.

ESSEX PARK PLANT REBUILT. | 


Last Year’s Makeshift Fixtures Re- 
placed by Modern Race Track— 
Season Opens on Saturday. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Dec. $1.—[Special.]}— 
Patrons of last winter’s short racing season 
here will hardly recognize the old plant 
when the gates at Essex park are thrown 
Open next Saturday for the inatiguration of 
ten weeks’ racing at Hot Spring >. 

From fence to fence the entire plant has 
been rebuilt. Last year’s grand stand has 
been used in part, but it has been enlarged 
and improved. The former paddock has been 
removed and a new one substituted. The 
drainage system has been extend<« i and im- 
proved, an electric lighting plant has been 
instalied, and Hesex park now has an excel- 
lent water plant, including a tank of 30,000 
galions nearly a hundred feet above the level 
of the track, supplying any quantity of the 
purest water from the Ozarks. ' 

Even the mile track itself has been moved, 
widened, and regraded. The Ozark chute 
has been built at the head of the home- 
stretch, affording a straight course for 2 year 
old races and insuring that races at a mile 
and a quarter and kindred distances will not 
be started at a bend in the track. 

At the head of the backstretch the Radium 
course is being constructed. There being 
no immediate necessity for its completion, it 
has been left to the last. . When it is ready 
for use it will do away with starting any race 
on a bend of the track, as-the length of this 
hew course will be seven and a half furlongs 
and the only turn in it will be from the half 
mile post to the head of the homestretch.

Her 
relations with Apstria are more strained at 
the present juncture than at any time since 
she became a party to the alliance in ques- 
tion, while she ig much less inclined to sub- 
mit to dictation from Berlin than formerly. 
On the other hand, ber friendship with _— 
land, and especially with France, has be- 
come much more close and intimate. This 
has proved of such inestimable advantage 
to trade and industry that her finan- 
uilibrium has-been restored. Her 
budgets nowadays show a surplus instead 
of enormous annual deficits, taxation is be- 
ing reduced, and with returning prosperity 
that emigration which for so long sapped 
the vitality of the country has diminished. 
Indeed, the emigyants are beginning to wan- 
der home again, and, in the words of the

Austria’s Future a Puzzle. 


In Austria and Hungary the obstruction- 
ist methods of the legislative minorities have 
virtually brought parliamentary govern: 
ment to a standstill and have caused even 
the strongest champions of popular institu- 
tions to doubt the wisdom of attempting 
to rule the dual empire any longer by legis- 
lative methods. Moreover, the warfare of

Canadian Deputations Oppose 
Competition in the Af- 
- fairs of Trade. 


PROSPERITY IN DOMINION 


Busy Year for Railways, Mines 
‘ and Many Other Branches 
-of Industry. 


Ottawa, Canada, Dec. 80.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }—In face of the need of the Cana- 
dian northwest for cheap American products, 
deputations are coming here for legislation 
goods of 
home manufacture and keep out the Ameri- 
can importations. If these deputations are 
to be allowed to have their own way, serious 
injury will be inflicted. 

It would be difficult to devise anything bet- 
ter calculated to handicap the development 
of the vast fertile areas of the Northwest 
territories and the province of Manitoba. 
The movement organised by Canadian inter- 
ests to influence the government to clap » 
retaliatory duty on undressed American 
lumber, for one thing, seems to have assumed 
formidable proportions. Boards of trade, 
municipal councils, and other bodies have 
been persuaded to support it by representa- 
tions that the conditions of Canadian trade 
require the protection a retaliatory duty 
would give. 

Yet the men who are at the back of all this 

are the same who not long ago formed a 
combing which greatly retarded legitimate 
development by putting up the cost of lum- 
ber and other materials and products. The 
damage inflicted on the Northwest during 
the time the lumber combine held the country 


Would Destroy Competition. 

Undersold by the Americans, those in the 
lumber combine plead ruin unless the govern- 
ment comes to their assistance with a re- 
taliatory duty. If the government does come 
to their relief it will simply open the door 
to similar demands from the many other in- 
dustries that. have been itching for years to 
deprive the northwest of the advantages of 
American competition and cheap American 
products of all kinds, and co the people 
to pay higher prices for the output of the 
Canadian factories. 

When this: lumber question was up before, 
the finance minister, after hearing all that 
was to be said in favor of the proposed re- 
taliatory duty, declined to hold out any ex- 
epectation of compliance on the part of the 
‘government. He was at Naples on Christ- 
mas day recuperating after his long sessional 
labors and the federal election campaign, and 
in referring to the issue on which the people 
of Canada had rendered their verdict, said 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s fiscal policy had been 
sustained and it meant moderate progress in 
the Girection of free trade as against a high 


tariff. 
There is one point in the discussion of reci- 
procity with which should not be 


lost sight of. It ig the belief that no matter 
what the president or his colleagues may 
think, or the friends of reciprocity may, noth- 
ing will ever pass the senate of the United 
States that Canada can possibly accept. This 
mischievous idea has taken deep root, and 
can only be eradicated by convineing evidence 
that a of the senate is absolutely ip 
favor of f terms. 


Prosperous Year in Dominion. 


_ The year’s progress in Canada shows good 
results: Works of development exhibit a 
steady increase. Although there has been 
a tendency of late to a falling off in some 
lines of imports and exports, there were in- 
creases in others. Most of the decreases 
were due directly to the period of depression 
in Great Britain from which there are now 
unmistakable signe of recovery. 

Some of the decreases were traceable to 


being later this year than usual. A con- 
siderable decrease in the shipments of cattle 
and sheep compared with 1908 is accounted 
for by the fact that the previous year the 
ports of Boston and Portland were closed to 
these shipments for a considerable time ow- 
ing to the outbreak of foot and mouth dis- 
ease. 

The year has been a busy one in railway 
and telegraph extension, more particularly 
in the northwest territories. The production 
of gold, silver, nickel, lead, copper, iron ore, 
, asbestos, cement, coal, and petroleum has 
kept up remarkably well, The condition of 
Canada’s shipping dae is one of the fea- 
tures. 

Perhaps nothing shows the advance of Can- 
ada along the road of prosperity so much as 
the deposits in the banks.

‘Phe ideal, let me warn you, is not to be found like coal in a mine. Coal, 
or gold, if you prefer, or diamonds, if you are more exacting still, are to be 
found in great veins in particular places. You must happen upon the vein; 
there is none to be found elsewhere. But-it is different with the ideal. It 
is nowhere and it is everywhere, The proof of which is that the man who 
has none in himself vainly looks for it in life. _ | 

Note this well; the ideal is within ourselves. There is no poetry where 
you have put none. Poetry is not in the air; it is in the mind; it is sown 


_by man in things. If you have,soul in yourself, you will fing soul around 


you. If you have beauty, aspiration, in your spirit; you will find traces of 
these around you. But if nothing of the ideal vibrates inside you, you will 
find nothing of it outside, ; 

If you possss an idea) within you, set it up against reality, to. shed light 
upon the latter, as you would carry a light into a dark place. 

Treasures of ideal created in other souls can be transmitted to ours. 
The earth with its sorrows, its wretchedness, and ugliness—death and the 
grave with their dark hues—have been modified by the human soul, creator 
of the ideal and of the light. Some of our brothers, who have passed before 
us on the road which we tread in our turn, have shed light even upon the 
floor of the sepulcher. They have brought strength into weakness,’ and 
have found strange riches*even in poverty. They have been able to say, 
beholding the mystery daily at work in their liyes—to wit.: the -trans- 
formation of phenomena and circumstances by the myéterious and intimate

7 
“There is little doubt in my mind that the 
tanners are the poorest paid of all workme 
whose work approaches even that of skill 
fader,” said Edward N. Nockels, secretary 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor, in speak- 
ime Gf poorly paid trades. “‘ Their wages run 
from 68 or $9 a week for the ordinary men up 
t0 aa high ae $1.75 and $2 a day for the ex- 
tremely skilied.

Largely Illiterate Foreigners. 

> &2me@ reasons for this are most obvious. 
The men who compose the majority of the 
Sannery workmen are foreigners. Most of 
them are of the lowest ble type of 
and brutal, 
@habie to talk the language of the country, 
anda willing to make any kind of a living do- 
ing anything. They come from countries 
where the conditions of the laboring classes 
mre infinitely worse than here. They look 
for littie better in thiscauntry. The tannery 
offers a chance to make aliving. The conse- 
guence is an actual oversupply of men seek- 
ing this kind of employment at starvation 
Wages, and the subsequent reduction of pay 
for all workmen concerned.

@reanizations strong enough and intelligent 


enough to protect thémselves. The inteili- 


_ @ent workmen In this trade are neither strong 


enough nor numerots enough to control the 
craft. They formerly possessed an organiza- 
tion during which, for a time, the conditions 
and wages under which they worked were fm- 
measurably better than they are now. But 
it was the old story of the introduction of the 
mudesirable element into the trade. The 
employers found they could get their work 
Gone in some fashfon by cheaper men and by

huge buildings where the hides are trans- 
formed into leather. 

There is great doubt-ff there is any class of 
work, skilled or unskilied, which is so thor- 
‘oughly unpleasant as that.of the tanner. A 
man with a weak stomach will have trouble 
in merely going through a tannery without 
becoming nauseated. The smell of hides is 
one which is, to say the least, unpleasant, 
even when regarded from a distance. When’ 
they have been soaked day after day ina Vat 
filled with a tanning solution which inde- 
pendently emits an odor if anything stronger 
than the hides themselves, the combination is 
inexpressible. 

Worker Needs Iron Stomach. 
. Into rooms filled with vats containing this 
combination of hides and tanning solution 
the’tannery workman must go and worx for 
from eight to ten hours each day. He must 
dig into the vats with his hands and drag out 
hiaes, reeking with their natural odor and the 
slime of the solution into which they are sub- 
merged. He must drag the hides to another 
part of the room and throw them on a table 
ready for another workman. Or he must 
with a “hair knife” bend over and scrape 
the rotten hair from the surface. This lat- 
ter, because,the workman must bend down 
far over his work, is one of the most unde- 
sirable tasks to be found in a tannery. It 
takes a man with an iron stomach to do it for 
nine hours a day without gasping for the 
fresh air of the outdoors. The work in itself 
is extremely hard. 


Nor are these the departments of the work — 


wherein the workman must come into most 
intimate contact with his work. With acer- 
tain kind of hides it is necessary for the 
workmen to knead them into pliability with 
their hands. To do this the hide must be 
taken up against the apron and worked over 
and over, twisted and turned until the soft- 


ness desired is acquired. All this must be 


done while the hide is still so wet that the 
worker from his waist down is deluged with 
the bark solution. The effect of such work 
upon the general health of the workman 
may be better imagined than described. 


Sorters Work in Cellars, 

In regard to physical exertion and harmful 
surroundings, the men who work in the 
hide cellars are possibly the worst off of any 
ciass of workmen in the city. Their work 
can scarcely be termed “ skilled labor,” and 


yet it takes a man fully a year to learn the 


work so thoroughly as to be adjudged a 
competent workman. 

This work in the main consists of sorting 
and storing hides and tanned leather. Every 
tannery is provided with a cellar, which is 
rot a basement, but a cellar, In the worst 
sense of the word. Long, low roofed, dark, 
and ill ventilated, these G@ilars are more 
akin to the subterranean passages and dun- 
geons of an ancient castle so far as sanita- 
tion ig concerned than a modern workroom. 
When filled with thousands of new and old 
hides the effect upon the atmosphere is quite 
remarkable. These men work ten hours a 
‘Gay, and are paid $9 a week. 

It is little wonder that, under these con- 
G@tions, the workmen are of a poor ciass in 


this trade. Few of them are healthy, serious 


ttomach trouble and lung afflictions being 
frequent among them. The eyes also suffer, 
and the general diminishment of the entire 
rhysical and mental fitness of the men can 
be easily discerned. . 

It is difficult to understand how, all these 
things considered, it is possible to find men 
who are willing to work for the smallest 
wages paid to rid trade.

Freight Service Increases Income 

Nor will his income be tmpatfred to an ex- 
tent exceeding the economies effected by his 
return to the simpler life. For the trolley. 
will stop at his door to take his produce 
to the oity, avoiding the tedious drives to 
the railway station, taking valuable time 
needed for his work, and will carry his 
freight at cheaper cost than he could hanile 
ft in any other way. The popularity of 
this service has been frequently dem- 
onstrated since the first days of the Detroit, 
Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor railway, one of 
the oldest high speed imterurben lines in 
the country. When this line was first 
opened more freight was offered than could 
be carried, even though the rates at that 
time were two-thirds higher than those of 
the railroads. 

This same road demonstrated in a re- 
markable manner at its inauguration the 
readiness of the American farmer to avail 
himself of the advantage of rubbing up 
against the world. Where the towns through 
which a competing steam line ran had fur- 

200 passengers a day, the con- 
vemience of the trolley at the door was so 
attractive that the first year’s average for 
the latter was 4,000 daily. Running on al- 
most the same schedule time as competing 
steam roads, the average fare of the trolley 
lines throughout the middle west is about 
one-half that of the former, and this, in 
connection with their more frequent service, 
ig the cause of many houses being built in 
the emall towns along the route, and of the 
rapid development of market gardening, 
chicken raising, and dairying in the coun- 
try traversed. 

Electricity Lightens Labor. 

Nor is thig the only benefit the interurban 
limes have conferred on residents along their 
routes. Many a farmhouse is now lighted 
by electricity, drawn from interurban wires 
and rails, and in a number of farms in the 
Fox river valley smail motors have been 
installed to do work about the farms which 
was formerly done by treadmill windmill, 
or back breaking manual labor. Power for 
the cutting of fodder, the turning of big 
churns, the pumping of water, or the saving 
of wood is now obtained by the turning of a 
switch. His daily paper comes to him, too, 
by the same means, and, al! in all, he is 


jpealized how much smaller a whale in the rapidly coming to the point where he will 
;ogean is comparatively than a bullhead in 
mill pond. Combining the two, he will 


lead an existence to be envied. 

For, just as rapid transportation has 
checked the tendency to concentration in the 
city by the creation of suburban districts, 
@o in the farming districts the high speed 
interurban line has had a similar influence, 
greater in effect, if anything, in building up 
small centers of population. Thus the old 
bugbear of isolation on the farm is passing . 
into the past, and with the quiet of the coun- 
try for contemplation of the enlightened 
man’s needs and the trolley keeping him 
within reach of the benefits the city holds 
out, it is little wonder the movement of city 
folk to farme near large cities Is so great 
that a veritable network of trolley Mnes is 
epreading over the west.

Rewards of Medicine 


as Young Man’s Career.

RICH and influential man of affairs, 
a former senator, and a leader in both 
church and state, surprised me one 
day as he was recovering from the 
delirium of his sufferings with this 
query: “ Doctor, would you like to make 
money?” To this Ek semi-playfully replied 
that I supposed all men liked to make money, 
He quickly said: “All men love money, or 
ought to, not bechusé of personal comfort, 
since there is an easy limit to personal gratl- 
fication in food, clothing, equipage, houses, 
and lands, but money stands as the exponent 
of power, and all men love power; and this 
is my prescription for money making: Cap- 
italize your credit, and you do not have to 
pay in t or taxes upen it.” 

A moment’s reflection leads us to the analy- 
sis of the word “ credit.’ In a broader sense 
it is the estimate which the public places 
upon the individual, and more commonly 
this estimate is, in a general way, correct. 
This label, which a man must necessarily 
bear during the éntire-period from his early 
childhood, we call character—the one innate, 
durable eer ids of our being which is im- 
mortal, .

With such a broad definition of success we 
are confronted by the question under dis- 
cussion: Does a professional or a business 
career, in the general way, give to the indi- 
vidual as a fruitage a higher reward? :f 
that kind of selfishness we sometimes call 
narrow, which renders one desirous of being 
in the larger degree popular, is to be attained, 
it is more commonly found in the one word 
“service”—how may render to another

purpose of reciprocity? Multiply this pur- 
pose into opportunity and real assistance to 
those with whom you come in contact, and 
the daily life is at once raised above the 
routine of drudgery. 

An ever increasing desire grows into the 
well founded purpose of life energized by the 
noble ambition of leadership.

Little 
by little as he grows in the spirit he learns 
to feel that his occupation was divinely 
chosen, for which he has special fitting—and 
who will quarrel with his verdict?

Public Shows Appreciation. 

Naturally, I am expected to speak of and 
for the medical profession, the members of 
which should and do hold high rank among 
the world’s ‘workers; and the great public 
is responsive in the appreciation of its service. 
No other profession demands so much of long 
self-sacrificing study in fitness for its holy 
trust. It is now generally conceded that the 
preparatory study shall be the equivalent to 
a collegiate degree. Four years of earnest 
special study must precede the legal intro- 
duction to the practice of medicine. This 
is now almost universally safeguarded by 
state exgminations, both as to attainment 
and character. More generally, two years 
of hospital life is added to the preparation, 
but the field of service opens widely. 

Viewed from the narrow standpoint of a 
bank account, a comparison with his busi- 
ness friend of the preparatory 
already well advanced in his life work pre- 
sents to the young physician a contrast that 
is often discouraging. But from the broader 
view of service dominated by the inspiration 
of protecting the public from its multiple 
physical fills and disease, he finds such a wide 
field of usefulness that the thought of mone- 
tary gain is entirely subordinated. 

However, such service is not forgotten by 
his grateful people, and although fortune 
may never knock at his door, such a physi- 
clan or surgeon is rarely wanting in the 
comforts or even the luxuries of life. He is 
honored and respected by all men, a living 
personification of the master’s teaching: 
‘“ Whosoever will save his life shall lose it; 
and whosoever will lose his life for my sake 
shall find it.”’

N a book on “ earning a living” that 1 
read recently typewriting was dismissed 
with an airy remark that a few weeks 
practice would bring a proficiency Which 
would start a girl as a copyist. This 
game assertion is being constantly repeated 


in regard to typewriting, and I believe has - 


done more to bring about the present glut of 
incompetents than any other cause. 


Recently I received a letter from a girl in 
the country asking for particulars as to the 
time required to learn typewriting with a 
view to earning a living. She says in her let- 
ter: ‘‘ I see it mentioned in the handbook 
‘describing the —— typewriter that after three 
months’ practice of a couple of hours a day 
a girl can earn $6 a week. If I thought 
this were really so, I should make an effort to 
come to Chicago and learn at some school.”’ 

All I can say in answer is that I have 
spoken to many friends with expert knowl- 
edge, and they are all agreed that even in 
the case of particular adaptability a year of 


constant eight hours a day practice is the 
least time in which a girl can attain the de- 
gree of accuracy and speed that would give 
her a prospect of earning even $6 a week. 
One girl assured me that she had two years 
of constant practice in a copying office before 
‘she. really felt the command of a machine 
that means thorough proficiency. 

A girl from the country with a three 
months’ or even a six months experience 
of typewriting, so far as earning a living 
is concerned, can even, if she have luck, 
only swell the ranks of the sweated, and she 
has often to grope along a path miserable and 
sordid beyond words. 

Should you, my friend from the: country, 
think I take too pessimistic a view, then make 
the experiment of getting a typewriter on 
hire at your home. Practice constantly for 
three months, and at the end of that time 
measure your strength with some “36 a 
week ” girl. Your faith in typewriters’ cir- 
culars will, I believe, be destroyed for all

My system of starting in business was one

That was aboutall. And the experiment was 
a novelty, for business men had scarcely be- 
gun to test the availability of these articles 
as mediums for advertising.

So when I 
bought a grip, locked up my shop, and set out 
on the road to sell my goods I was setting sail 
on strange seas in two respects. I was deal- 
ing in a commercial experiment and wasmy- 
» self untried in the matter of selling goods.

Buffeted by Strange Seas. 


The strange seas were unkind to me at the 
beginning. ‘They buffeted me cruelly. The 
first three men with whom I talked laughed 
at my goods. The advertising novelty was 
a “new fangled experiment,” “ advertising 
didn't pay,” and many other forms did the 
scorn with which I was received take. .I 
traveled 400 miles in one state, making-all 
towns of any importance, before I met a man 
who would consider me as a man with a 
serious business proposition. Nowadays the 
storekeeper who does not advertise does not 
keep store for long. 

My first order was for $12. The order 
called for a hundred rulers with advertising 
printed on them. When I started out these 
same rulers were priced at 8 cents. I had 
raised the price with each successive failure 
to sell.

Then, for there was only $50 
between me and the condition known as 
“‘ broke,”’ I washed up my press, locked the 
door to my establishment, and went to work 
in a printing office Mt wages. 

,I worked for two months. Then I wrote 
to the man who had bought the rulers. His 
reply was to the effect that his order was all 
distributed, thaf he ‘guessed they took all 
right,” and he sent iff an order for an addi- 
tional 100. I printed up that order, working 
nights to do it, without leaving my position. 
I waited until I judged ttfe second order would 
pe! distributed, then I took my line of samples 

with $150, my sole capital, in my pocket, 
the road again. 


Trip More Productive. 


I went to the town where I had sold my 
one order first. I-found the merchants who 
before had laughed ag mé were willing to 
talk now. It apprared that the rulers were 
worth something as an advertisement. I 
eold four orders in the one town. I went to 
the next town, and nearly repeated my suc- 
cess. I came back from that trip with my 
pockets full of smal! orders. 

It cost me every spare cent of'my capital 
.te buy the stock nécessary to fill the same, 
but I took the chance. I filled the orders, 
and went to work for another month until 
my bills should come due. As svon as my 
remittances reached $100 I quit and went 
into a new territory to sell goods. My ef- 
forts to work up a trade here resulted at first 
as they had in the other territory. I took 
two trips, and I had to make one merchant 
ah out and out present of an order before 
could get my goods introduced. I 
blazing the way, and the average merchant in 
those days was hostile to the pioneer.

Orange Indusiry s Rapid Growth 

So large ts the traffic.of oranges shipped

manner. Special express trains, compused 
exclusively of refrigerator cars filled with the 
fruit, are rushed direct frém the grove in 
California to the market in Chicago or the 
east. Oranges must: be handled swiftly by 
grower, shipper, and jobber and brought to 
the consumer with topmost speed if there is 
to be a profit in their handling. To further 
this end there are growers’, shippers’, and 
jobbers’ association galore. 8S al effort is 
made by all railroads concerned to handle the 
fruit with all possible expedition, and, with 
growing facilities, the day will soon be here 
when the industry will have developed to such 
an extent that a threatened failure of the 
orange crop will affect the country nearly 
as much as a rumor of rust in the nation’s 
grain fields. 

“The extremely low price of oranges dur- 
‘ing the glu: of the market two years agodid 
more to educate the people of the United 
States to the possibilities of the orange as z 
popular fruit than anything.that has oc- 
curred in a decade,”’ said Mr. Harris of the 
Chicago Fruit and Produce News. “It was 
during this period when oranges could be had 
nearly as cheap as apples that we, as a peo- 
ple, began to get familiar with the orange. 
Housewives learned that it is a better fruit 
to handle in serving, peeling, or preserving 
than the apple and that it is much more tasty. 
Since then the growth in the orange demand 
of the west has been enormous. With the 
demand still growing, the orange crop seems 
apt to rise to a position as one of our leading 
crops, on a plane with the corn and grain 
productions of the country.

The “ peach belt ” of thecountry is spread- 
ing in both width and breadth fully as rapidly 
us the “apple belt.”

_ Plans to Build Great Park. 
tt fs understood that Mr. Rockefeller has

Average Man Shouldn’t Buy on Credit

wN the opinion of one of the most experi- 
enced credit men in Chicago there are just 
two against the average man's 
establishing a credit account in a retail 


store:

_ | The candid opinion of the credit man is that 
a@ genuine business credit has no possible 
sane connection with the credit established 
in a retailstore. If a business man has $10,- 
000 and a business proposition which fs cer- 
tain to earn him 20 per cent on $50,000, he is 


: more than justified in establishing a credit 


that will enable him to borrow the additional 
$40,000 at 5 per cent. But establishing a credit 
in order that the spending of one's income 
may be made easier and with less effort than 
is required to reach for one’s pocketbook and 
make change— 

Well, the credit man does not see it as a 


- business proposition from the point of view 
_of the customer on the other side of the sales 


counter. At the same time, however, some of 
the conservative Chicage business houses 
at retail have applications for credit ranging 
from 1,000 to 1,500 every month in the year. 
Yet, strangely enough, some of these houses 
passing upon such a stream of credit seek- 
ers would deny in a moment that they doa 
credit business. 


' Needs Cash Back of Credit, 
The anomaly is suggested in the fact that 
the credit system in the retail houses of Chi- 

‘cago is not a credit system in the old sense 
of the term. Oncea man was given creditin 
store and shop for the reason that he didn’t 
have the money to pay for the goods. Today 
@ man’s.credit is established by proving to 
the satisfaction of the credit man that he 
has the money at any time for the payment 
of any possible bill. 

To the credit man, however, there is always 
the suggestion of a person's deceiving him- 
self when he makes application for the privi- 
lege of opening an account. The applicant’s 
universal reason is that it is ‘‘ so much easier 
to shop” when one’s credit is established 
and a monthly charge account may be re- 


deposit his 


without the necessity’of a bill! ; 
Behind nine-tenths of the applications for 
credit because of its convenience in shopping, 
the credit man sees indications of a flattened

Debtors Under Surveillance. 

It may be a revelation to some of the pos- 
gessors of credit in some of the most con- 
servative houses in Chicago to realize just 
how closely they are under surveillance at 

“gli times. To the person possessing this 
credit of right, and able to afford it, there 
‘will be no shock in the suggestion; to many 


there may be a dis- « 


in 80 per cent of households this privilege of 
crédit prompts extravagance, and if the ex- 
penditures dre not greatly over the limit 
he does not find serious fault, especially if 
the accotnts are settled promptly when 
when bills are rendered. But ff there has 
been delay in paying bills, and if some 
sharply marked figures in excess of the estab- 
lished limit are shown, there is an investi- 
gation. The items purchased to cause the 
excess are gone over as to their character. 


If the furnishings for a room have brought. 


the figures ovér, or if some probably unex- 
pected purchase not indicating a growing 
extravagance is shown to account for the big 
bill, it May be passed. But if extravagunce 
be shown in the entries of the individual 
account the person to whom credit has been 
given is sent for in order to explain. For 
the credit man may send for the debtor, and 
the debtor comes. 

This surveillance of the credit department 
of the big retail house has developed into 
a system. Not infrequently it is such that 
he culmination of sensational circumstances 
n the life of a certain family may make a 
sensation for the newspapers long after 
the credit department of a big house has 
taken the measure of the trouble and stood 
from under the wreckage. 


Hard to Establish Credit. 

In spite of all these things the average 
reader may determine upon establishing his 
credit, anyhow. He will find it hard to do, 
however, on a mere salary basis, for the rea- 
son that a man with a salary of $100 a month 
is considered immune from the pestiferous 
efforts of spending it In cash lots, while the 
man who may havea salary of $1,000a month 
has the reputation of being the slowest and 
most indignant pay under pressure of any 
other type in the credit department’s ac- 
quaintance. Altogether, the average man 


is the best man from the point of view of - 


the credit man—and he cannot afford it. 

But if he will go in for ease in shopping, 
he must prepare fof the ordeal, which may 
require hours, or weeks, owing to circuim- 
stances. He will be required to give three 
references as to personal character and re- 
sponsibility. In this way the house will get 
a better line upon him and at the same tima 
if for any reason he is rejected he will not 
know where to place the blame of It. 


Why Applicants Are Rejected. 

Ordinarily if he is rejected, however, it 
will be because of himself and his lack of 
recognition that the credit department of a 
big house in reality is a cash department on 
the first day in the month, conducted for 
twenty-nine or thirty days in the month 
upon strictly business principles. The appli- 
cant’s ignorance of the principles of business 
ig the rock upon which his hopes most. often 
are dashed and wrecked. One of his argu- 
ments frequently is that three or four other 
houses in the city have given him credit, and 
he does not see why the one who is doubt- 
ing should refuse. His argument is in Mne 
with the philosophy that because he has three 
mortgages upon his house, two other mort- 
gages on the same property ought to be an 
especially good investment. 

Sometimes itis the man’s fool friends who 
wreck his prospects of a month's purchases 
between payments. They “protest too 
much.” To the skilled credit man the in- 
terested motive in a letter or word of recom- 


mendation is seen at a glance; evén if the 
friends’ opinions are backed by the most 
earnest belief in the applicant's honor and 
means, the whole subject is merely one of 
business, and the business man under such 
circumstances does not fall naturally into 
superlatives.

once. | 
Credit Man “from Missouri.” 

To be a credit man is slightly demoralizing 
to the optimistic temperament. It is a work 
tending to biliousness of outlook. Why. did 
you come:in here? is the position and the 
question of the credit man, who, if there were 
any particular shaping effect in occupation 
would assume the form of an interrogatior 
point to the despair of his tailor. : 

The credit man in relation to the credit ap- 
plicant is doubly on the defensive, for the 
reason that every request of the applicant ts 
echoed by the members of the sales depart- 
ments Gownstairs. If ease in shopping be 
the desire of the applicant, it becomes the 
prayer of the salesman and in many ways 
this side of the sales department may be 
pressed home to the credit man. Not infre- 
quently he may hear a “ kick "' because some 
one in whom the salesman has seen great 
prospects for making a record for himself, |s 
turned away to return only upon a cash basis. 
Perhaps, indeed, he may have the censure of 
the person refused and that of the house in 
whose interests the person was turned away. 


* 
_ Too Liberal Buyers a Risk. 
‘The thing that confronts his own hard- 
headedness, always, is the fact that it is so 
physically and morally easy to spend the 
money, even at the slight inconvenience of 
waiting for the change. Aside from al! the 
possible risk he may be taking for his house, 
he wishes to know why the applicant wishes 
credit. In the desire for credit itself, he often 
sees the disposition of the person to live 
beyond his means; he sees that the prompt- 
ings for the application originate in the per- 
son’s wish to have credit as some one of his 
acquaintance in better circumstances has 
as a matter of business, and which is beyond 
his own means. In any case of the kind the 
credit man sees the certainty of a risk for 
this person's pocket, if not a distant risk for 
his house. | 

Qne of the: most bitter enemies of a credit 
man in a big Chicago ho§se is the man who 
was refused credit and wio rose in his wrath 
to say that he had a house on the north shore 
that had cost him $40,000. At the same time 
one of the credit customers of this house 
most highly esteerned in the credit depart- 
ment is an elderly woman who came to the 
department twelve years ago, literally with- 
out a cent, and who was given credit by the 
manager of the department.

The 
modern call for fashionable and new clothes 
has resulted in nearly twice as much “ new ” 
castof® clothing as was the case a decade 
ago. In the buying and selling of this same 
castoff clothing there are opportunities for 
the earning of remunerative incomes and 
even fortunes, it is declared, for the young 
man who has the qualities that make for 
success in this line. 

Castoff clothing merchants there have 
been since men began to wear tailored ap- 
parel, Always there has been one class 
whose position demanded that they wear 
only the best, and newest; others have been 
forced to content themselves with the cast- 
off finery of the favored few. In the hand- 
ling of this clothing a small number of men 
have always found such remuneration as to 
cause them to remain in the business. -But 
that, until a few decades, was all. Few, if 
any, made more than a mere .iving and often 
enough this living was extremely precarious, 
Now, here in this city, the-e are at least 
three men who have made large fortunes 
in this business In the last twenty years, one 
of them being able to sign his chec« for seven 
figures. 

Nobody Wears Clothes Out. 

“There is a chance In the castoff clothing 
business for the young man who hasa knack 
for the business.” said a merchant tailor 
with a large clientéle. “The rapid increase 
in the number of well dressed men in the 
last ten years has doubled and trebled the 
number of castoff sults which may be bought 
and sold at a good profit. Nobody wears his 
clothes ‘out’ any more. One of the demands 
of the day in the business world is for neat- 
ness and style in dress, and the man with 
shabby clethes, or clothes that have begun 
to show wear and tear, is handicapped tn the 
race for success, no matter what his occupa- 
tion may be. 

“ Therefore, now, men throw their clothes 
away much quicker than they did a while 
ago. Take the real swell dresser, and as 
s00n as a suit begins to wrinkle or sag out 
of shape he consigns it to the castoff pile and 
gets another. Trousers which have been 
worn so long that not even an occasional 
pressing will force them to remain creased

Your Parcels to You. 


T has often occurred that a Chicago buyer 
at one of the big Chicago stores finds his 
package at home when he gets there. 
It is'one of the marvels of Chicago’s 
marvelous growth that millions of pack- 

agos are delivered to every section of the city 
and to suburban towns in so short a time. 
It tis al] owing to a system that has been 
adopted and is all the time being perfected. 

After a purchase bas been made the first 
question that a clerk asks is, “ What side?" 
by which !s meant what division of the city 
the patron lives in. There is one color of 
tag for the north side, another for the south, 
and still another for the west. When the 
packages are carried to the shipping depart- 
ment the stuff of each color goes to a separate 
place. It is to this feature in the delivery of 
packages that much time and trouble is 
saved. The parcels of each color are listed 
to their proper drivers, who load them into 
wagons in the order in which they will be de- 
livered. 

In ordinary times all the way from 7,000 
to 12,000 packages are delivered by a single 
store in a day. Some of the houses are de- 
livering a million and a half parcels in a 
year. The delivery force of a big department 
store consists of 150 to 200 men and boys and 
nearly that many horses. 


Work Trying on Patience. 

The delivery men have to work in all kinds 
of weather, be on the continual watch to 
get the package to the right person, figure 
out the right owner when there are two 
famil'es of the same name in the same bulld- 
ing. and do other trying things. He does not 
quit at 5 or 6 o’clock, and there are seasons 
when he must go through sparsely settled 
roads on the outskirts, strike matches to 
find the numbers on the houses. .Some- 
times he rings for people who have gone to 
bed. and they come downstairs In their night 
robes. grumbling like all possessed because 
of the disturbance. If they hadn't got the 
package they would have gone downtown 
carly the next morning to “ raise @ kick,” 

Nowadays there are few runs from Chi- 
cago’s big stores in which but few pack- 
eges are to be delivered. The delivery man 
knows when he gets out of bed In the morn- 
ing what kind of runs he is going to have, 
if he finds In the morning paper a double 
rage ad of his house he buckles on his har. 
pess for a big day's work. He Knows as 
well what he has to take out on a long run 
as an engineer of a limited knows what he 
is hauling behind his steel horse, 

Private Expresses He'p Out. 

A large amount of the packages are deliv- 
ered by the operators of the private ex- 
presses that run to every section of the city 
and out to the suburbs beyond the city lim-

its. These men have a harder time then the

places. These men during Christmas week 
work all night. Some of them are seen away 
out on &@ country road at 8 o’clock in the 
morning. They have a load that beggars de~ 
scription. Packages fill the big canvas cow 
ered wagon beds. They are piled on the 
roof and tied there with a web of cord and 
ropes. The shivering driver has hardly 
enough room té rest his body. Someof these 
men make a dally trip. Some are on routes 
that are too long to make more than thrée 
trips a week. 

Some time ago the department men were 
forced to make use of the express compariss 
that operate the different roads leading 
through the suburbs. They adopted the Gee 
of a large trunk or packing case, in Which 
they placed a large number of packages. The 
trunk was then put on a train and sent te 
a suburb, where a delivery man met ft at tis 
depot. The delivery man with a horse ane 
wagon had been kept In that particular gue 
urb all the time. He opens the big trunk and 


loads the packages into his wagon, and ip 


thus enabled to make a quicker delivery tham 
if he had been compelled to drive all the way 
from downtown. In the same expréss cas 
there are a half dozen trunks to be @istribe 
uted along the same line of railway, 


Parce!s ! andled Under Bonds 

The handling of so much stuff entails am 
immense amount of care and work. Mosted 
the men are put under bond for the security 
of packages placed in their care. They muse 
see that the packages get to the party. 
They are frequently compelled to handia 
packages on which a collection must be mags 
and they are accountable to the store for 
the money. Thousends of packages ar 
hauled back to the store for one catseor Ge 
other, and the delivery man és charged with 
the duty of calling for them. 

The men who operate on these routes ane 
as well posted about the streets. allera 
courts, places, boulevards, terraces, eng 
other places as a posta! clerk is in the correct 
distribution of a whole state. He keows 
every nook and corner of bis batliwick. Ip 
a great number of instances one man knows 
severa! routes so thet he may betaken off his 
own to deliver a route of some man whels 
temporarily absent.

Holiday Rush Is Over. 


py ITH the passing of the holidays 
comes an aftermath In more senses 
than one. There-is the aftermath 
which comes to the individual and 
‘ for which his holiday excesses are 
tesponsible. Then.there is the business aft- 


ermath, for which there is apparently no 


remedy, which each year sees repeated in 
full force, and because of which thousands 
of people who were boosted into positions by 
the trade inflation during the holiday rush 
are again thrown out of employment. 
_ The increasing of the number of employés 
for the rush of buying which comes with 
Christmas begins as early as the ist of No- 
vember and continues to grow and add to 
itsel# In volume until at Christmas week, 
,when the swollen tide of business is at its 
height and when it is estimated that the 
nupiber of extra’ employés in the city ts 
20,000, There is no appreciable decrease in 
this number until well into the part of 
January. The wreckage and flotSam of the 
holiday tide requires three or four weeks 


of Hard work ‘to straighten out, and to do_ 


this requires nearly as many people as were 
used to sell the goods during the rush. _ 
With the mail order houses and other firms 
where a considerable part of the trarisac- 
tion of selling is carried on through the 
mails the time required to.untangle the mis- 
takes and exchanges of the holiday business 
But when the season of

Christmas is over for good, which is gen- ~ 
erally about the 10th of January, it is up 
to the employers who engaged such large, 


numbers of extra help to cut forces and ex- 
pensés. 
' It would seem that the only way to do this

that of the great number added during. this 
time of the year not more than 70 per cent 
are discharged when the slack season comes.

Retain Some Extra Hands. 

Yes, it is certain that of the people whom 
we took om here before Christmas we wiil 
let not more than three-fifths go when the 
rush is over,” said the superintendent of an 
enterprise the pay roll of which wasincreased 
by several hundred this year. “ This comes 
about through various agencies. In the first 
place, here in this business we are constantly 
growing, constantly adding to our forces. 
I don’t know how far this reason will hold 
with other firms, but here I think that this 
is the prime reason for our retaining so many 
of our extra people. There is, of course, not 
directly room enough here for three-fifths 
of the number which'comes to work for us 
each year around the holidays in addition to 


‘our full force. But in addition to constantly 


increasing the number of our employés, we 
are also constantly weeding out what we find 
to be dead timber, as it were, among our 
workers, and the slack timee following the 
holidays fs the most opportune time to let 
this Inefficient class out. . 

“I do not think tliat in thie respect we 
differ in policy from that of most large estab- 
lishments in the city: There are always, 
everywhere, some employés who have out- 
lived their usefulness, or who never were 
completely competent, and have been kept 
for years because of insufficient watching.

“Every 
house has among its workers a lot of mea 
and women who would be dropped if some 
one came in who could do the work better 
than they. Often as not during the big sear 
son these are placed on the same work as ne@ 
ones, and it is up to the old employé to display 
ability .and hustle. If the new one shows 
ability and energy beyond that of the other 
the old employé stands a good show of losing 
his or-her job. Of all the departments in this 
store where help is added during the Christ- 
mas season the one which escapes some 
change in the list of employés is the excep 
tion.”’

CHICAGO collector, whaa dozen years 
 ggo made the remarkable record of 
earning $10,000 yearly by his collection 
of physicians’ fees which he made 
personally and unaided, and -whose 


te income with the same clienté@le has now dwin- 


dled to a bare living, attributes the change 
to the fact that the average Chicago doctor 
has become such a good collector himself that 
he will only put his most hopeless bills into 
the ‘hands of an agent. 

“ Both a change of heart and a change of 
method as to accounts has appeared in the 
last few years in the physician of the beat 
standing,” is the statement made by this 
collector. 

Although this fact has gradually perco- 
lated to the minds of people generally, at 
least to those who are “ nonpaying,” the ex- 
tent to which it is true is best realized by the 

‘frank and original way in which some of 
Chicago’s most prominent and influential . 
doctors ‘handle the money question. Inci- 
dentally, it is a frankness which does not 


' geem to lose them the regard of their pat- 


Dignity No Longer Interferes. 
Dr.. Frederick Everett, the north side 
‘physician, perhaps voices most clearly the 
.semtiment expressed by several prominent 
practitioners. “ Formerly,” says he; “‘ there 
,was only one way which a doctor, especially 
one who had a fashionable practice, found 
‘consistent with his dignity, when he wanted 
.to jog the elbow of a patient as to his bill. 
This way was, the next time a call came 
from the house which was in arrears, to 
‘ y send his assistant. This put the 
‘family of the derelict debtor in a flutter. 
When they were sick they wanted the doctor 
himself, not his assistant. Why their family 
physician would do such a thing they couldn't 
understand. The head of the house knew 
‘what was meant, however, if his family 
didn’t, and a timely check mailed the same 
ay brought the doctor himself on the next 
visit. 
“This method, though effective still, in 
some cases, is usually superseded by frank- 
er methods, especially by the physician who 
handles his own practice. Thecall, of course, 
in’ nine cases out of ten comes by telephone, 
and when a man who is perfectly able to pay 
withholds his check, and makes no response 
to repeated notices, I—and I think many of 
my colleagues do the same-—-simply say over 
the wire, when the next call comes, that I\ 
will not answer it until the bill, or at least 
‘part of it, is paid. . It is generally forthcom- 
ing upon the spot, which shows that it is 
only one of those cases in which the doctor is 
‘the last person to be thought of. 


Full Amount or Nothing. 

* another kind of person with which the 
doctor of today has no patience is the one, 
who no matter how well able to pay he is, or 
iow great the service which has been done 
for him, ‘ kicks’ at the size of his bill. For 
instance, a rich man not long ago had a child 
nearly dying of diphtheria. I was called in 
at the last minute, the doctor already in 
charge fearing to put in the tube for fear it 
would kill the child.- It was a case of death 
anyhow if it was not done, and, although IT 
did not have much hope of the result, I in- 
serted the tube and the child got well. I 
sent in a bill for $500, and the father came 
and raised a great cry. I simply said that 
if he really could not afford to pay anything 
it was all right, but if he wanted to pay my 
bill there it was, and that if it was a ques- 
tion of bringing suit for it I would make it

Among the 
salesmen in our large department stores there 
are many who will spend the millions for 
the future advertiser. Good advertising and 
good salesmanship go hand in-hand, but the 
highest order of salesmanship is the adver- 
tisement in cold type that brings the business.

“Every once in a while a man takes out a license here 
one day and is back with & the next, wanting to get his 
money returned,” says he. “The reasons they give are 
varied, but they can all be traced back to one great source, 
the one that helps fill our divorce courts: incompatibility of 
temper. Some time after the issuing of the license and pre- 
vious to the performance of the ceremony the two young 
people discover that they are not fitted for each other.
